An Old Co ntro versy 
Still 
To lie Settled 


Mix ing mo rality and po litics makes 
fo r as po tent a co mbinatio n as g in and 
v ermo uth. Co nsider the unceasing 
upro ar o v er leg alized abo rtio n and 
pro hibitio n o f pray er in public scho o ls. 
A mo re v enerable, but equally v o latile 
issue is capital punishment. Is it 
pro per fo r the state to take a man’s life 
because he has co mmitted a heino us 
crime? And do es the threat o f ex ecu­ 
tio n act as a deterrent to tho se who 
co mmit such crimes? 
Well 
reaso ned, 
persuasiv e 
ar­ 
g uments can be fo und o n bo th sides o f 
these and o ther questio ns. That is o ne 
reaso n why the death penalty remains 
an enduring so urce o f co ntro v ersy . 
Ano ther reaso n, 
acco rding to 
the 
leg endary criminal lawy er Clarence 
Darro w, is that questio ns like capital 
punishment 
“ are 
no t 
settled 
by 
reaso n; they are settled by prejudices 
and sentiments o r emo tio ns. When 
they are settled they do no t stay 
settled, fo r the emo tio ns chang e as 
new stimuli are applied.” 
The mo st recent stimulus came in a 
ruling handed do wn by the Supreme 
Co urt o n J une 29 , 19 7 2. In a 5 -to -4 
o pinio n, the Co urt held that capital 
punishment as it was impo sed in this 
co untry v io lated the co nstitutio nal 
pro hibitio n ag ainst cruel and unusual 
punishment. Civ il libertarians hailed 
the decisio n. 
The tro uble was that the ruling was 
rendered alo ng narro w lines. Each 
justice wro te a separate o pinio n and 
o nly two , William J . Brennan J r., and 
Thurg o o d Marshall, appeared to take 
the abso lute po sitio n that the death 
penalty 
was 
“ cruel 
and 
unusual 
punishment” per se. 
In a prescient dissenting o pinio n, 
Chief J ustice Warren Burg er wro te: 


“ Since the two piv o tal co ncurring 
o pinio ns (tho se o f J ustices By ro n T. 
White and Po tter Stewart) turn o n the 
assumptio n that the punishment o f 
death is no w meted o ut in a rando m 
and unpredictable manner leg islativ e 
bo dies may seek to bring their laws 
into 
co mpliance 
with 
the 
Co urt’s 
ruling by pro v iding standards fo r 
juries and judg es to fo llo w in deter­ 
mining the sentence in capital cases o r 
by narro wly defining the crimes fo r 
which the penalty is to be impo sed.” 
That amo unted v irtually to an inv i­ 
tatio n, and leg islatures in almo st a 
sco re o f states hav e respo nded. Fo r 
ex ample, a law that takes effect in 
Califo rnia o n J an. 1 makes the death 
penalty mandato ry fo r 11 specified 
classes o f murderer, including hired 
assassins, po lice killers and train 
sabo teurs. 
But new laws will do no thing to still 
the o ng o ing debate o n capital punish­ 
ment. Feo do r Do sto y ev sky , who o nce 
faced a Russian firing squad, wro te in 
his no v el, The Idio t: “ To kill (a man 
fo r hav ing co mmitted murder) is a 
punishment inco mparably wo rse than 
the crime itself...There is the sen­ 
tence, and the who le awful to rture lies 
in the fact that there is certainly no 
escape, and there is no to rture in the 
wo rld mo re terrible.” 
Despite all the clamo r fo r resto ra­ 
tio n o f capital punishment, death-ro w 
inmates still hav e reaso n fo r ho pe. The 
new 
state 
laws 
are 
sure 
to 
be 
challeng ed in co urt. An updated, mo re 
definitiv e Supreme Co urt decisio n is 
co nsidered likely . Meanwhile, co nv icts 
under sentence o f death may "co mfo rt 
themselv es, if they can, with the 
kno wledg e that no o ne 
has been 
ex ecuted in this co untry since 1967 . 
Ag new Need s Pro tectio n 
But No t A Red Ca rp et 


As a fo rmer v ice president newly 
departed fro m o ffice Spiro T. Ag new is 
entitled to so me g o v ernment serv ices 
to help him wind up the affairs o f his 
term in o rderly fashio n. There is 
serio us questio n whether, especially 
since he resig ned his o ffice under a 
clo ud, Ag new is entitled to all that the 
g o v ernment seems to be do ing fo r 
him. 
The ex tent o f these serv ices is 
unclear, larg ely because the White 
Ho use has been reticent abo ut the 
matter. Ho wev er, the General Ac­ 
co unting Office do es co nfirm that Ag ­ 
new “ has been pro v ided with o ffice 
space and asso ciated facilities 
in 
g o v ernment building s at a mo nthly 
co st o f $2,07 5 .” It also has been 
disclo sed that fro m Octo ber 10 thro ug h 
December 4 salaries fo r Ag new s staff 
to taled $8 9 ,132. 
Answers 
to o ther 
inquiries abo ut special treatment fo r 
the discredited fo rmer v ice president 


hav e no t been fo rthco ming . 
The co ng ressio nal prime mo v er in 
making such inquiries is Rep. J o hn E. 
Mo ss o f Califo rnia. He asked the GAO 
“ whether it is true, as alleg ed, that 
Mr. Ag new, since his resig natio n, has 
use o f g o v ernment facilities, a staff o f 
eig ht headed by Brig . Gen. J o hn M. 
Dunn, all ancillary serv ices, g o v ern­ 
ment limo usines and driv ers, plus use 
o f military aircraft.” 
The GAO repo rts that the Secret 
Serv ice, said to be pro v iding elabo rate 
pro tectio n fo r Ag new 
— 
po ssibly 
witho ut autho rity o f law — has been 
silent o n the matter. 
It say s further that the White Ho use 
has no t respo nded clearly . Further 
equiv o catio n canno t be justified. A 
v ice 
president 
who 
resig ned 
and 
pleaded no co ntest to a charg e o f in­ 
co me tax ev asio n needs pro tectio n. But 
he do esn’t deserv e red carpet treat­ 
ment and sho uld no t be receiv ing it. 
Pa p er Sho rta g e Unlik ely 
To Ea se Up Very So o n 


The paper sho rtag e, like all the 
o thers currently plag uing the United 
States, sho ws no sig n of easing any 
time so o n. Partly because of strikes at 
Canadian paper mills, the price of 
newsprint is rising . Bo water Paper 
Co rp.’s No rth American sales unit has 
adv ised its custo mers that it intends to 
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raise newsprint prices by $15 a to n,, 
effectiv e Tuesday , J an. 1, and by an 
additio nal $10 a to n o n J uly 1. The two 
increases 
wo uld 
bo o st 
newsprint 
prices to $200 a to n in no rthern U.S. 
states and to $193 a to n in the So uth. 
The effect o n newspapers’ pro fit mar­ 
g ins is self-ev ident. 


Superficially , 
the 
newsprint 


pro blem appears similar to the o il 
sho rtag e. But it isn’t. Spo kesmen fo r 
majo r 
American 
newsprint 
users 
g enerally ag ree with manufacturers’ 
claims that price increases are jus­ 
tified. The pro blem was put in fo cus by 
Nick No cella o f the American News­ 
paper Publishers Asso ciatio n, which 
represents aro und 1,7 5 0 dailies. “ We’ll 
nev er call it a ‘sho rtag e,’ No cela said. 
“ It’s just (a questio n o f) capacity .” 


In o ther wo rds, the trees are there 
but paper do esn’t g ro w o n trees. There 
simply isn’t sufficient incentiv e at 
present fo r Canadian co mpanies to 
ex pand their pro ductiv e capacity . But 
a $200-a-to n price fo r newsprint co uld 
well pro v ide that incentiv e. Ev en then, 
the paper squeeze wo uld remain in 
fo rce fo r an indefinite perio d. It takes 
ro ug hly three y ears to build a new' 
naper mill.

No So liciting 


Do 
door-to-door 
salesm en 
hav e a legal right to come 
calling at y ou r home? Generally 
speaking, they do indeed, ac­ 
cording to the United States 
Su preme Cou rt. 
“ The knocker on the front 
door,” the Cou rt has ru led, “ is 
an inv itation.” 
Bu t 
inv itations 
can 
be 
rev oked. And one way y ou can 
rev oke this particu lar inv itation 
is by posting a notice say ing 
“ NO SOLICITING, PLEA SE” 
— or words to that effect. 
Any solicitor who disregards 
su ch a notice wou ld probably be 
considered a trespasser. This, 
in tu rn, wou ld redu ce y ou r 
chances of liability in case he 
happens to stu m ble ov er a stray 
toy or trip on a broken step. 
For the du ty of a hou seholder 
toward a trespasser is slight. 
You are not requ ired to clear 
away hazards on y ou r prem ises, 
bu t m erely to refrain from in­ 
ju ring him recklessly or on 
pu rpose. 
What abou t “ NO SOLICIT­ 
ING” 
signs 
on 
apartm ent 
hou ses? 
Often 
posted 
by 
landlords, these signs hav e been 
attacked in cou rt as an infrin­ 
gement of free speech — that is, 
the freedom to speak directly to 
indiv idu al tenants. 
Bu t cou rts hav e held that this 
is a reasonable and lawfu l way 
for a landlord to protect his 
tenants from being pestered.

landlord was held liable on 
grou nds of assau lt and battery . 
The cou rt said the tenant had 
the right of access to his own

apartm ent, and, by ordering 
merchandise to be deliv ered, he 
had ex tended that right to the 
grocer.

Schlesinger is a genu ine in­ 
tellectu al who wou ld rather ar­ 
gu e the fine points of gov ern­ 
ment and leadership and what 
makes a great power act as it 
does than eat. 


He will spend an hou r dis­ 
cu ssing 
philosophically 
the 
right (and du ty ) of a Cabinet 
official to hav e a limou sine or 
other sy mbol of office (and he 
will qu ote y ou v erbatim the 
com m oner 
Cromwell 
of 
England on this m atter). And 
he will 
spend ev en 
longer 
periods discu ssing what he 
believ es to be the attitu des of 
men in the Kremlin, making 
certain his listener u nderstands 
that neither he nor any one else 
in 
this 
gov ernm ent 
really 
knows. 


Becau se of his obv iou sly high 
standing in this adm inistration, 
made clear by the series of high 
posts he has held — the nu mber 
one m an in Atomic Energy , 
head of the Central Intelligence 
Agency and now secretary of 
Defense — it is worth listening 
to his priv ate v iews on detente 
with the Sov iet Union, a concept 
mu ch challenged these day s. 


In Schlesinger’s m ind, de­ 
tente is a seriou sly important 
bu t limited concept. It means 
merely that we do not v iew 
ev ery 
Ru ssian 
action 
with 
hy steria, and ov er react. It 
m eans that 
R u ssia’s 
ru lers 
likewise giv e u p paranoid reac­ 
tions to American mov es. Ins­ 
tead, we stu dy each Ru ssian 
action intellectu ally and objec­ 
tiv ely to see ju st how it affects 
U.S. interests and secu rity . 
That 
stu dy 
m u st 
be 
done 
calmly . 


Schlesinger believ es we no 
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longer hav e to assu m e all Ru s­ 
sian actions are centered on ou r 
destru ction, or that they come 
abou t becau se Moscow is ru led 
by Godless athiests. We can go 
on the assu mption that Ru ssia 
is a new world power, flex ing 
its m u scles, willing to probe 
where it is not su re of an ad­ 
v antage and to mov e forward 
where there is no blocking res­ 
ponse, taking adv antage in its 
own interests of any situ ation 
which 
dev elops, 
especially 
when it cqn be done on the 
cheap. In this, the Ru ssians are 
conserv ativ e in that they are 
taking no u ndu e chances. 
Detente in the Schlesinger 
sense, 
therefore, does 
not 
necessarily make possible a 
redu ction in arm s. It may mean 
an increase in defenses or ev en 
a step u p in the arm s race. It is 
like an old fashioned sou thern 
Eu ropean m arriage in which 
y ou may tolerate y ou r spou se 
withou t necessarily liking or 
respecting that partner. 
To 
get 
down 
to 
cases, 
Schlesinger believ es that U.S. 
actions at the start of the Berlin 
Blockade were ex am ples of 
what he calls ov erreacting. We 
were so su spiciou s of the Ru s­ 
sians we assu med a blockade 
was 
intended 
withou t 
fu lly 
ex ploring the situ ation. Perhaps 
there was su ch an intention, bu t 
perhaps there wasn’t, he con­ 
jectu res. 
By constast, the v igorou s 
Sov iet missile and su bm arine 
research 
and 
dev elopment 
today are facts which we mu st 
consider most seriou sly . Ou r 
ex perience, Schlesinger say s, is 
that the Ru ssians inv ariably 
follow throu gh technically on 
program s they hav e dev eloped 
as carefu lly and sy stematically 
as they hav e these.

For the last 15 y ears, the 
career of Nelson Rockefeller has 
represented a paradox . From

steam rollering all challengers: 
Frank D. O’Connor. Robert 
Morgenthau , A rthu r Goldberg. 
He was a tou ghly practical 
gov ernor, and he ran the state 
the

the 
Borgias 
ran 
Renaissance Florence. Bu t the 
political equ ations of the na­ 
tional Repu blican Party entirely 
elu ded him . There he was no 
Borgia, bu t rather King Cons­ 
tantine of Greece. 
Incredibly , in three su cces­ 
siv e Presidential y ears — 1960, 
1964, 
1968 
— 
Rockefeller 
presented himself as an Eastern 
liberal; this, at a time when that 
brand of Repu blicanism was a 
shrinking 
force 
within 
the 
party . It rem ains a m y stery w hy 
Richard Nix on cou ld grasp the 
fact — bu t Rockefeller cou ld not 
— that the center of Repu blican 
grav ity was shifting sou th and 
west. 
Now, as 197 3 draws to a close, 
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“Gue s s wha t! I don't k now WHAT my s c ore 
was, a nd 
the s c ore c a rd is mis s ing!" 


Rockefeller — like some te rri­ 
bly slow bu t tenaciou s stu dent 
— seems at last to hav e grasped 
that fact. His reward: a growing 
acceptability among Repu blican 
conserv ativ es; and, therefore, 
his best shot at the nomination. 


The reason is simple: conser­ 
v ativ es 
constitu te 
three- 
qu arters of the delegates to 
Repu blican conv entions these 
day s. 
As a m atter of fact, there was 
mu ch 
ev en 
in 
the 
Old 
Rockefeller possessing conser­ 
v ativ e appeal. Rockefeller has 
alway s been sou nd on foreign 
policy and on national defense. 
He recognizes the international 
responsibilities of the U.S. It is 
no accident that Henry Kis­ 
singer 
cam e 
ou t 
of 
the 
Rockefeller 
shop. 
And 
Rockefeller has alway s giv en a 
high 
priority 
to 
m ilitary 
strength. 


On 
the 
welfare 
issu e, 
Rockefeller has u ndergone a 
Road-to-Damascu s sty le con­ 
v ersion. In 1968 he ran for the 
nomination as the adv ocate of a 
hu gely 
ex pensiv e 
and 
com prehensiv e gu aranteed in­ 
come. Today , he say s, he has 
come to realize the bu reau cratic 
fat, the frau d, and the m is­ 
management in ou r welfare se­ 
tu p. He also say s that Ronald 
Reagan knows more abou t wel­ 
fare than any one in the cou ntry , 
and he has lau nched a tou gh 
crackdown on abu ses. 


The 
list 
lengthens. 
Rockefeller pleased conserv a­ 
tiv es by his stringent anti-dru g 
legislation, and by 'his refu sal to 
knu ckle u nder to the insu rrec- 
tionaries at Attica Prison. 


Also important is a shift in the 
Rockefeller rhetoric. It is not all 
that long since any Repu blican 
to the right of Rockefeller was 
in constant danger of being 
branded an ex trem ist, a zealot, 
or a “ d ark ” force com pletely 
ou tside the Repu blican “ m ains­ 
tream .”

hearing Jan. 7. 
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Nuclear Plant Safety 
Rules Are 
Stiffened 


WASHINGTON 
(AP) 
- 


Stiffer safety rules for virtually 
all of the nation's nuclear power 
plants were announced Friday 
by the Atomic Energy Commis- 
sion. They'll be implemented in 
about seven months. 


Two 
AEG 
officials 
ack- 


nowledged that compliance with 
the new rules might force some 
plants to reduce their power 
output next summer, just at the 
time air-conditioners would be 
putting a heavy demand on 
electricity. 


But the official stressed that it 


would take about six months of 
study in the meantime by the 
utilities involved before it can 
be determined whether power 
cutbacks will be necessary for 
any of the plants and whether 
the rules will have other major 
economic impact on the nuclear 
power industry. 


While the new rules provide 


for requests for exemption — on 
a temporary basis — utilities 
making such requests must sa- 
tisfy the AEC that such .exemp- 
tion is warranted, in the public 
•interest,, and that the public 


health will not be endangered. 


The new rules were laid down, 


officials conceded, partly in 
response to criticism over the 
past two years by environmen- 
talist groups and some scien- 
tists concerning the reliability 
of AEC-approved "emergency 
core-cooling 
systems", 
or 


"ECCS" for short. 


The systems are 
backup 


safety systems designed to sup- 
ply emergency cooling — either 
by spraying or flooding with 
water, or both — to the power 
reactor's 
fuel 
core 
if 
the 


primary cooling system should 
rupture or break. 


Such systems are used in all 


but two of the country's 40 
existing nuclear power reactors. 


Critics contend that if the 


primary cooling system rup- 
tured and the backup system 
failed 
to work, the. highly 


radioactive fuel core would 
melt, burn through its container 
and shields and allow radioac- 
tive gases and materials to 
erupt into the atmosphere. 


They contend there would be 


resultant catastrophic loss of 
life, thousands of radiation in- 
juries and a high rate of hidden 
genetic 
and 
potentially- 


cancerous defects.

An Old Controversy 
Still To Be Settled 


Mixing morality and politics makes 


for as potent a combination as gin and 
'vermouth. Consider the unceasing 
uproar, over legalized abortion and 
prohibition of prayer in public schools. 
A more venerable, but equally volatile 
issue is capital punishment. Is it 
proper for the state to take a man's life 
because he has committed a heinous 
•crime? And does the threat of execu- 
tion act as a deterrent to those who 
commit such crimes? 
! - Well 
reasoned, 
persuasive 
ar- 


guments can be found on both sides of 


:-these and other questions. That is one 
'.reason why the death penalty remains 
.'an enduring source of controversy. 
;Another reason, according to the 
legendary criminal lawyer Clarence 
Darrow, is that questions like capital 
punishment "are 
not settled by 


reason; they are settled by prejudices 


-and sentiments or emotions. When 
they are settled they do not stay 
settled, for the emotions change as 
new stimuli are applied." 
. • The most recent stimulus came in a 
ruling handed down by the Supreme 
. Court on June 29, 1972. In a 5-to-4 
opinion, the Court held that capital 
- punishment as it was imposed in this 
country violated the constitutional 
prohibition against cruel and unusual 
punishment. Civil libertarians hailed 
the decision. 


The trouble was that the ruling was 


• rendered along narrow lines. Each 
," justice wrote a separate opinion and 
only two, William J. Brennan Jr., and 
Thurgood Marshall, appeared to take 
the absolute position that the death 
penalty was "cruel and unusual 
punishment" per se. 


In a prescient dissenting opinion, 


Chief Justice Warren Burger wrote: 


"Since the two pivotal concurring 
opinions (those of Justices Byron T. 
White and Potter Stewart) turn on the 
assumption that the punishment of 
death is now meted out in a random 
and unpredictable manner legislative 
bodies may seek to bring their laws 
into compliance with the Court's 
ruling by providing standards for 
juries and judges to follow in deter- 
mining the sentence in capital cases or 
by narrowly defining the crimes for 
which the penalty is to be imposed." 


That amounted virtually to an invi- 


tation, and legislatures in almost a 
score of states have responded. For 
example, a law that takes effect in 
California on Jan. 1 makes the death 
penalty mandatory for 11 specified 
classes of murderer, including hired 
assassins, police killers and train 
saboteurs. 


But new laws will do nothing to still 


the ongoing debate on capital punish- 
ment. Feodor Dostoyevsky, who once 
faced a Russian firing squad, wrote in 
his novel, The Idiot: "To kill (a man 
for having committed murder) is a 
punishment incomparably worse than 
the crime itself...There is the sen- 
tence, and the whole awful torture lies 
in the fact that there is certainly no 
escape, and there is no torture in the 
world more terrible." 


Despite all the clamor for restora- 


tion of capital punishment, death-row 
inmates still have reason for hope. The 
new state laws are sure to be 
challenged in court. An updated, more 
definitive Supreme Court decision is 
considered likely. Meanwhile, convicts 
under sentence of death may'comfort 
themselves, if they can, with the 
knowledge that no one has been 
executed in this country since 1967. 


Agnew Needs Protection 
But Not A Red Carpet 


As a former vice president newly 


departed from office Spiro T. Agnew is 
entitled to some government services 
to help him wind up the affairs of his 
term in orderly fashion. There is 
serious question whether, especially 
since he resigned his office under a 
cloud, Agnew is entitled to all that the 
government seems to be doing for 
him. 


The extent of these services is 


unclear, largely because the White 
House has been reticent about the 
matter. However, the General Ac- 
counting Office does confirm that Ag- 
-new "has been provided with office 
space and associated facilities in 
government buildings at a monthly 
cost of $2,075." It also has been 
disclosed that from October 10 through 
December 4 salaries for Agnew's staff 
totaled 
$89,132. Answers to other 


inquiries about special treatment for 
the discredited former vice president 


have not been forthcoming. 


The congressional prime mover in 


making such inquiries is Rep. John E. 
Moss of California. He asked the GAO 
"whether it is true, as alleged, that 
Mr. Agnew, since his resignation, has 
use of government facilities, a staff of 
eight headed by Brig. Gen. John M. 
Dunn, all ancillary services, govern- 
ment limousines and drivers, plus use 
of military aircraft." 


The GAO reports that the Secret 


Service, said to be providing elaborate 
protection for Agnew — possibly 
without authority of law — has been 
silent on the matter. 


It says further that the White House 


has not responded clearly. Further 
equivocation cannot be justified. A 
vice president who resigned and 
pleaded no contest to a charge of in- 
come tax evasion needs protection. But 
he doesn't deserve red carpet treat- 
ment and should not be receiving it.

others currently plaguing the United 
States, shows no sign of easing any 
time soon. Partly because of strikes at 
Canadian paper mills, the price of 
newsprint is rising. Bowater Paper

No Soliciting 


Do 
door-to-door 
salesmen 


have a legal right to come 
calling at your home? Generally 
speaking, they do indeed, ac- 
cording to the United States 
Supreme Court. 


"The knocker on the front 


door," the Court has ruled, "is 
an invitation." 


But 
invitations 
can 
be 


revoked. And one way you can 
revoke this particular invitation 
is by posting a notice saying 
"NO SOLICITING, PLEASE" 
— or words to that effect. 


Any solicitor who disregards 


such a notice would probably be 
considered a trespasser. This, 
in turn, would reduce your 
chances of liability in case he 
happens to stumble over a stray 
toy or trip on a broken step. 


For the duty of a householder 


toward a trespasser is slight. 
You are not required to clear 
away hazards on your premises, 
but merely to refrain from in- 
juring him recklessly or on 
purpose. 


What about "NO SOLICIT- 


ING" 
signs 
on apartment 


houses? 
Often 
posted 
by 


landlords, these signs have been 
attacked in court as an infrin- 
gement of free speech — that is, 
the freedom to speak directly to 
individual tenants. 


But courts have held that this 


is a reasonable and lawful way 
for a landlord to protect his 
tenants from being pestered. 


This does not mean, however, 


that the landlord has unlimited 
control over access to the 
apartments in his building. In 
one case, an apartment house 
owner forbade any and all 
tradesmen to enter his building. 
When a grocer arrived 
to 


deliver fresh vegetables to a 
tenant, the landlord threw him 
out bodily. 


In short order the grocer filed 


suit 
for damages, and 
the 


landlord was held liable on 
grounds of assault and battery. 
The court said the tenant hart 
the right of access to his own 


apartment, and, by ordering 
merchandise to be delivered, he 
had extended that right to the 
grocer.

Schlesinger is a genuine in- 
tellectual who would rather ar- 
gue the fine points of govern- 
ment and leadership and what 
makes a great power act as it 
does than eat. 


He will spend an hour dis- 


cussing 
philosophically 
the 


right (and duty) of a Cabinet 
official to have a limousine or 
other symbol of office (and he 
will quote you verbatim the 
commoner 
Cromwell 
of 


England on this matter). And 
he will spend even 
longer 


periods discussing what he 
believes to be the attitudes of 
men in the Kremlin, making 
certain his listener understands 
that neither he nor anyone else 
in 
this 
government 
really 


knows. 


Because of his obviously high 


standing in this administration, 
made clear by the series of high 
posts he has held — the number 
one man in Atomic Energy, 
head of the Central Intelligence 
Agency and now secretary of 
Defense — it is worth listening 
to his private views on detente 
with the Soviet Union, a concept 
much challenged these days. 


In Schlesinger's mind, de- 


tente is a seriously important 
but limited concept. It means 
merely that we do not view 
every 
Russian 
action 
with 


hysteria, and over react. It 
means that Russia's rulers 
likewise give up paranoid reac- 
tions to American moves. Ins- 
tead, we 'study each Russian 
action intellectually and objec- 
tively to see just how it affects 
U.S. interests and security. 
That study 
must 
be done 


. calmly. 


Schlesinger believes we no 


longer have to assume all Rus- 
sian actions are centered on our 
destruction, or that they come 
about because Moscow is ruled 


• by Godless athiests. We can go 


on the assumption that Russia 
is a new world power, flexing 
its muscles, willing to probe 
where it is nol sure of an ad- 
vantage and to move forward 
where there is no: blocking res- 
ponse, taking advantage in its 
own interests of any situation 
which 
develops, 
especially 


when it ca,n be done on the 
cheap. In this, the Russians arc 
conservative in that they are 
taking no undue chances. 


Detente in the Schlesinger 


sense, 
therefore, 
does 
not 


necessarily make possible a 
reduction in arms. It may mean 
an increase in defenses or even 
a step up in the arms race. It is 
like an old fashioned southern 
European marriage in which 
you may tolerate your spouse 
without necessarily liking or 
respecting that partner. 


To 
get; down 
to cases, 


Schlesinger believes that U.S. 
actions at the start of the Berlin 
Blockade were examples of 
what he calls overreacting. We 
were so suspicious of the Rus- 
sians we assumed a blockade 
was intended 
without 
fully 


exploring the situation. Perhaps 
there was such an intention, but 
perhaps there wasn't, he con- 
jectures. 


By constast, the vigorous 


Soviet missile and submarine 
research 
and 
development 


today are facts which we must 
consider most seriously. Our 
experience, Schlesinger says, is 
that the Russians invariably 
follow through technically on 
programs they have developed 
as carefully and systematically 
as they have these. 


Rocky Becomes 


Viable Candidate 


For the last 15 years, the 


career of Nelson Rockefeller has 
represented a paradox. From 
the time of his upset victory 
over Averell Harriman in 1958, 
Rockefeller 
has 
completely 


mastered the political equations 
in 
New 
York 
State, 


steamrollering all challengers: 
Frank D. O'Connor, Robert 
Morgenthau, Arthur Goldberg. 
He was a toughly practical 
governor, and he ran the state 
the 
way 
the 
Borgias 
ran 


Renaissance Florence. But the 
political equations of the na- 
tional Republican Party entirely 
eluded him. There he was no 
Borgia, but rather King Cons- 
tantine of Greece: 


Incredibly,-in three succes- 


sive Presidential years — 1960, 
1964, 
1968 
— 
Rockefeller 


presented himself as an Eastern 
liberal; this, at a time when that 
brand of Republicanism was a 
shrinking force 
within 
the 


party. It remains a mystery why 
Richard Nixon could grasp the 
fact — but Rockefeller could not 
— that the center of Republican 
gravity was shifting south and 
west. 


Now, as 1973 draws to a close, 


Rockefeller — like some terri- 
bly slow but tenacious student 
— seems at last to have grasped 
that fact. His reward: a growing 
acceptability among Republican 
conservatives; and, therefore, 
his best shot at the nomination. 


The reason is simple: conser- 


vatives 
constitute 
three- 


quarters of the delegates to 
Republican conventions these 
days. 


As a matter of fact, there was 


much 
even 
in 
the 
Old 


Rockefeller possessing conser- 
vative appeal. Rockefeller has 
always been sound on foreign 
policy and on national defense. 
He recognizes the international 
responsibilities of the U.S. It is 
no accident that Henry Kis- 
singer 
came 
out 
of 
the 


Rockefeller 
shop. 
And 


Rockefeller has always given a 
high 
priority 
to 
military 


strength. 


On 
the 
welfare 
issue, 


Rockefeller has undergone a 
Road-to-Damascus style con- 
version. In 1968 he ran for the 
nomination as the advocate of a 
hugely 
expensive 
and 


comprehensive guaranteed in- 
come. Today, he says, he has 
come to realize the bureaucratic 
fat, the fraud, and the mis- 
management in our welfare se- 
tup. He also says that Ronald 
Reagan knows more about wel- 
fare than anyone in the country, 
and he has launched a tough 
crackdown on abuses. 


The 
list 
lengthens. 


Rockefeller pleased conserva- 
tives by his stringent anti-drug 
legislation, and by'his refusal to 
knuckle under to the insurrec- 
tionaries at Attica Prison. 


Also important is a shift in the 


Rockefeller rhetoric. It is not all 
that long since any Republican 
to the right of Rockefeller was 
in constant danger of being 
branded an extremist, a zealot, 
or a "dark" force completely 
outside the Republican "mains- 
tream."

'Catacombs' Is Weekend Haven For Youths

Whal can a young twin cities teenager between the ages of 13-17, 


too old for toys and yet too young for bars, do for entertainment 
and recreation on Friday and Saturday nights? 


One answer might be found in the "Catacombs," a youth en- 


tertainment and recreational center located in the basement of the 
old St. Joseph library on the corner of Main and Elm streets in St. 
Joseph. 


The Catacombs is operated by the Upsilon Gamma chapter of 


Alpha Phi Omega, a national service fraternity located at Lake 
Michigan college, in cooperation with the Saron Lutheran church 
of St. Joseph. 


According to Scott Karslen, active member and former 


president of the fraternity, the youth center was originally insti- 
tuted by the church in the late 1960's to provide entertainment and 
recreation to the church's youth members. 


Karsten reported that in 1969, Rev. Franz A. Victorson, then 


pastor of the church, granted permission to the fraternity to utilize 
the center and to expand its services to all area youth. 


Since that lime, the LMC student organization has completely 


remodeled the interior of the center via its own resources and 
donations from the church and from local residents and 
businesses. 


The Catacombs offers youth recreation in the form of pool, 


ping-pong, darts, checkers and card games, all available at no cost 


or at a nominal fee. 


A jukebox for musical entertainment and a snack bar round out 


the center's facilities, with slot car racing and the possibility of 
live entertainment in the offing for the near future. The center is 
open every Friday and Saturday night. 


Richard Strasser, newly-elected president of the organization, 


said that the ability of fraternity members to relate to the teens 
has all but eliminated the need for strict disciplinary procedures. 


"We're not trying to stifle the kids, we're just trying to give 


them a place to go," Strasser said. 


Sgt. Richard Eggleston of the St. Joseph police department 


repored that a few minor complaints had been received in the past 
dealing primarily with behavior outside the teen center, but added 
that he feels the Catacombs is "helping out" the teenagers. 


Rev. Arlon Stubbe. pastor of the SI. Joseph church, commended 


the fraternity for fulfilling the original goals of the center. 


"They've made a contribution to the community," Rev. Stubbe 


said. 


The pastor also reported that the church's youth committee is in 


the process of studying plans for an expansion of the center's 
services. He said the expansion program might include the for- 
mation of an ecumenical administration made up of area cler- 
gymen and lay persons designed to counsel the teens on various 
problems facing them. 


Youths who utilize the center's resources all sum up their 


opinion of the facility in about the same manner: " We like it. It's 
a place where WE can go."
